JONES 15 CLEARED 
UN LOAN CHARGES 


Senators Find R. F.. G 
Chief Did Not Benefit 
by Transactions. 


WASHINGTON, Decaw 1.—(P)— 
Charges that Chairman Jesse H. Jones 
of the Reconstruction Corporation had 
benefited personally through large 
RFC loans to Texas mortgage com- 
panies were dismissed today by a sen- 
ate banking subcommittee. 

The complaints had been filed by 
Texas lawyers and others who named 
the Bankers Mortgage. Midland Mort- 
gage and Southern Investment and 
Loan companies, all of Houston, as 
recipients of government loans and 
asserted Jones or his family controlled 
the companies. 

__Chairman Fletcher (Democrat, Flor- 
ida) said the committee had “thor- 
oughly examined” the charges and 
found the loans were “justified, and 
are, so far as can be judged by us, 
amply secured, and that Mr. Jones 
has not profited in any way from the 
making of the loans and has no per- 
sonal or individual interest therein.” 

Fletcher said two suits were being 
tried in Texas in connection with 
some of the loans, but the commit- 
tee was not interested in them. 

The absolving of Jones, a Houston 
financier, did not. end the RFC in- 
quiry. The committee is looking into 
loans to all mortgage companies, espe- 
cially those organized, since the RFC 
act was amended to permit banks and 


others to form mortgage companies to 
borrow from the government and 
thereby escape publicity through bor- 
rowing directly. 

Jones informed the committee he 
had been connected with the Bankets 
Mortgage Company, but had given up 
his interest when he was appointed 
to the RFC in April, 1932. He said 
he had never been associated with the 
Southern Investment and Loan Com- 
pany and that the Midland Company, 
a subsidiary of the Bankers Mort- 
gage, was organized since the act was 
amended. 

The Bankers Mortgage receiveg a 
loan of $1,489,691 in July, 1932, 
which Jones said was secured by $2.- 
$24,112 of "first mortgage collateral. 
Che Midland borrowed &1.495.074 last 
June on $2,407,188 worth of similar 
collateral.

Whatever per Ae rayh ing 
rency 1s debased is levied as a direct 
contribution on them. 

‘Then come the people with ac- 
counts in the savings banks. There 
are 44,352,106 accounts in institutions 
in the United States.

The wealthy do not put their mon- 
ey in sayings banks.

That 
money represents provision for old 
back-log in case of sickness or 
accident in the family, savings toward 
purchasing a home, money for the 
education of children. It is that which 
is confiscated under inflation. 

‘Next in line come the life insur- 
ances. They too represent Savings for 
they are used by the average man as 
a means of assuring the future of his 
wife and children should anything 
happen to him. The majority of the 
widows in this-country are living on 
the life insurances of their husbands, 
- . « If currency were debased 90 per 
cent, one-half of the value of their

The same outworn fallacies 
are being voiced by the same theorists 
and a large group of the people have 
been deceived thereby. Thy are shout- 
ing that those who believe in sound 
money are controlled by Wall Street. 
The American Federation of Labor 
and the American Legion are opposing 
inflation. No one has ever accused 
them of being Wall Street.. The men 
men who make this accusation are 
either knaves or fools.” 
; Likened to Drugs. 

The son of the late president com- 
pared inflation with the use of drugs, 

“Like drugs,” he said, “each fresh 
expansion of the currency brings to 
the country an ephemeral feeling of 
well being, soon over and leaving as 
its aftermath a reaction which makes 
the people demand a further gtep. 

“Inflation destroys the well-being of 
all elements with the exception of the 
corrupt and cunning speculators who 
feed like vultures on the rotten corpse 
of prosperity. The people who suffer 
are the average men and wonren of the 
community. . . The plain facts of 
the mater are thig: By debasing the 
currency, you do not credte wealth. 
At the most, you transfer it from one 
person to another.” 

It makes no difference, the colonel 
said, how inflation is accomplished 
since “the result is the same.” 

“Each time, its advocates promise 
a great recrudescence of business, ris- 
ing prices and wages. As a matter 
of fact, the logic of the situation is 
inevitable. Wages and salaries al- 
ways lag behind costs of products, so 
labor and white-collar classes suffer,

-» « « On the threat of a currency 
being inflated, or debased, everyone 
who can very naturally converts his 
cash into some tangible possession, or 
puts it outside the country in the cur- 
rency or securities of some other na- 
tion. Evidently, therefore, commodi- 
ties and equities tend to be marked up, 
though even the marking up does not 
equal the former value in undebased 
currency. This period i marking up 
gives a fictitious flare to business, act- 
ing as drugs would upon a person. 

“Increased purchasing power, how-

HITLER 10 AVOID 
CHURCH DISPUTE 


Neither Government Nor 
States Must Interfere, 
He Asserts. 


BERLIN, Dec. 1.—(4#)—Chancel- 
lor Adolf Hitler publicly committed 
himself for the first time tonight re- 
garding a long-standing and bitter 
controversy in the Protestant church 
and issued a statement that neither 


the national government nor the in- 
dividual state governments must in- 
terfere in the fight, 

Thus the chancellor expressed once 
more his confidence in RKeichsbishop 
Ludwig Mueller since he left the so- 


lution of the conflict solely in Muel-? 


ler’s hands. 
The chancellor called the differ- 


| ences over dogma and leadership a 


“purely church matter’ and forbade 
any “interference from the outside in 
this fight of divergent opinions.” 

Hitler stated flatly that’ even 

church bodies were not authorized “to 
induce the government departments to 
interfere.” 
_The national ministry of the inte- 
rior immediately informed the various 
State administrations to act aecord- 
ingly. 
_ Dr. Mueller, meanwhile, was work- 
ing on the formation of a church 
cabinet acceptable to the warring fac- 
tions.’ The reichsbishop’s  chancel- 
lery was the scene of hourly confer- 
ences among representatives of the va- 
rious groups. 

New dissensions were said to be 
hopelessly dividing the ranks of the 
nazi German Christians. 

The Rev. Joachim Hossenfelder, 
who was forced to resign recently 
from the evangelical church cabinet, 
drew the ire of church folk again by 
announcing that he would be induct- 
ed into office as bishop of Branden- 
burg on December 13 by Reichsbishop 
Mueller. 

All Lutheran bishops immediately 
protested on the grounds that such 
action would constitute an affront. 

The Rev. Mr. Hossenfelder’s resig- 
nation from the governing body was 
taken by some churchmen as a move 
paving the way for Dr. Mueller to 
reconstruct the cabinet. Hossenfelder 
is a leader of the German Chris- 
tians, a Hitlerite group, and for weeks 
has been attacked for allegedly con- 
doning anti-Semitism in the church, 
trying to create a nazi leadership, and 
for ordering the dismissal of several 
pastors,

RATE CUTS EFFECTIV 
ON WESTERN RAILWAYS 


Nation Without Uniform Sys- 
tem.as East Continues 


at Old Level. 


NEW YORK, Dee. 1.—()—Wesat- 
ern railroads put into effect today 
the sweeping reductions in, passenger 
fares adopted last October. Roads 
in the eastern territory, including New 
England, continue to maintain the 
old base rate of 3.6 cents per mile, 
and thus for the first time in many 
years the country’s carriers are with- 
out a uniform passenger fare struc- 
ture, , 

The new tariff in western territory 
allows for adjustment by the indi- 
vidual roads, with a range from 2 to 
3 cents a mile, 

Under the new schedule any road 
in the western territory may instl- 
tute a rate of 2 cents a mile for one- 
way travel in day coaches only. The 
adoption of this rate is not compul- 
sory but is left to the discretion of 
the managements. 

In the southeastern territory, no 
agreement had been reached regarding 
a cut in rates, but a number of the 
larger systems have been operating 
under 3 and 2-cent coach fares.

Ten million tons of coal are to be pur- 
chased by the Federal Surplus Relief 
Corporation for needy unemployed. 

Harry L. Hopkins, president of the 
corporation, said today that 8,000,000 
tons-oMbituminous coal and 2,000,000 
tons of anthracite will be used. 

The Anthracite Institute has agreed, 
Hopkins said, to a reduction of 70 
cents a ton and the bituminous op- 
erators have agreed to a 10 per cent 
discount from the NRA code price. 

Local relief administrations, Hop- 
kins said, will arrange with local deal- 
ers to supply the coal from existing 
stocks.

To Find Work for Jobless Sisters 


WARM SPRINGS, Ga., Dec. 1.— 
/P)—Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt in a 
speech here today called on the club 


women and others able to do so to 
lend a hand in finding work for the 
unemployed of their sex. 

Speaking before a crowd of some 
three thousand persons assembled in 
a wood near Warm Springs Founda- 
tion, where President Roosevelt is 
spending a vacation, Mrs. Roosevelt 
explained the operations of a civil 
works service program under which 
it is hoped to obtain jobs for more 
unemployed women. 

With this program getting under 
way, she urged club women to “get 
behind” those in charge in the com- 
munities involved in an effort to cre- 
ate jobs. She predicted the next 
month or six weeks would see much 
done toward taking care of the prob- 
lem of unemployed women. 


“I want to congratulate the club 
women,” she added, “for the work 
they have been able to do to help the 
recovery which I think we are be 
ginning to see everywhere. The wom- 
en have followed a program that bas 
been very helpful to all the adminis- 
tration.” 

She listed sewing rooms, playground 
and recreation work, work in institu- 
tions and similar projects as means of 
providing jobs for women. 

“Supervised play is very important 
now.” Mrs. Roosevelt added. “So many 
young people are unable to get any 
work and must of necessity either be 
re, eibeapec or be out of anything to 

0.’ 


She spoke as a part of the program 
of the Fourth District Georgia Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs, leaving 


after the meeting to attend a flag 
dedication in Warm Springs by her 
husband.

NEW YORK, Dec. 1.—(UP)—Vol- 
ume of business continued very light 
on the stock exchange today, but there 
was a distinctly optimistic note in one 
development, namely the influx of 
small orders from the outside public 
for automobile shares. 

For a time the automobile group 


led the market in activity and firm- 
ness. The small traders took.on odd- 
lots of the various shares included in 
the manufacturing and accessory com- 
panies. It was recalled that the au- 
tomobile business led the country out 
of the 1921 depression and the elab- 
orate plans for 1934 production of 
the industry led to hopes the feat 
would be duplicated. 

While the auto shares were most 
active, the best gains in early trad- 
ing were made by the chemical shares, 
wet stocks, and a few special issues, 
some of them in the food category. 
The-market rose in the morning, but 
there was not enough outside support 
to carry on and a reaction followed. 


NO PRESSURE, 

There was no pressure anywhere. 
American Telephone worked down 
against the trend on mild selling in- 
duced by a statement by Hugh 5S. 
Johnson the company would have to 
come under NRA. Walter Gifford, 
president, dispelled doubts when he 
stated the Bell system was already 
co-operating with the NRA to the 
extent of wages and hours of labor 
and that there was no controversy 
with the NRA. 

“The question under discussion,” he 
said, “has not been whether the com- 
pany should co-operate with the NRA, 
but merely the method by which the 
company should do so.” 

Utilities presented an uncertain fu- 
ture and mild selling was noted in 
that section. Mining shares failed to 
respond with enthusiasm to a further 
rise in the R. F. C. gold price, this 
one to $34.01 where the dollar would 
be worth 60.78 cents in gold. The 
dollar dropped in terms of foreign 
exchanges when the gold price. was 
announced and then rallied. As the 
dollar rose markets’ reversed their 
procedure. Stocks dipped after a rise; 
bonds rose after a decline; commoidi- 
ties turned irregular after early gains. 


BETTER OUTLOOK. 

Items favoring the market were 
more numerous than those against. 
Wall Street seemed to be unanimously 
of the opinion the outlook was for 
some betterment, particularly after 
the government financing is out of 
the way December 15. 

On the favorable side were such 
items as: Betterment in major indus- 
tries, notably automobile and steel; 
gold buying program and gold price 
rise continues. Car loadings better 
than seasonal; outlook for increased 
dividends and extras after Jenuary 1 
when the dividend tax will be elim- 
inated; progress being made on cop- 
per and rubber codes; bank clearings 
hold at high level; October wholesale 
sales in the New York area rose 13 
per cent over October, 1932,

REV. B. R. ANDERSON 
PASSES AT DECATUR 


The Rev. Barnwell Rhett Ander- 
son, 72, widely beloved Presbyterian 
minister, died suddenly ‘Thursday 
night at the home of his daughter, 
Mrs. Van Groover, at 119 Champlain 
avenue, Decatur. Death resulted from 


a heart attack. 

Funeral services will be conducted 
at the Fairview church, near Law- 
renceville, at 11 o’clock this morning 
(eastern time). Dr. William Huck, of 
Atlanta: Dr. D. P MeGeachey (nd 
Dr. T. P. Burgess. of Decatur, will 
officiate. Interment will be in the 
Fairview cemetery beside the body of 
Mr. Anderson’s wife, the former Miss 
Blanche Vernon Veneable, of Ashe- 
ville, N. C., who died last August. 

Mr. Anderson's last charge was at 
Lawrenceville. He retired from the ac- 
tive ministry in February, 1932. He 
was born at Waterloo, S. C., Febru- 
ary 16, 1861, and in 1893 was grad- 
uated from Columbia Seminary. He 
held his first charge at Enoree, 8S. C., 
and later held charges in Alabama, 
Florida and Georgia. 

In addition to Mrs. Groover, with 
whom he had made his home since his 
retirement, the Rev. Mr. Anderson is 
survived by two daughters, Mrs. G. E. 
Robertson, of New Orleans, and Mrs. 
Frontis H. Moore, of Montgomery, 
Ala., and two sons, S. V. Anderson, 
of Birmingham, and Egbert VY. An- 
derson, also. of Decatur. Five grand- 
children also survive. 


General Trade Tempo 
Slackens During Week 


NEW YORK, Dec. 1.—(4)—The 
general tempo of trade was slower 
this week, and an element of caution 
appears to be tempering both commer- 
cial and industrial operations, said 
the Dun & Bradstreet weekly trade 
review today. 

The review added, however, that the 
slower rate of gain in comparison 
with that of earlier weeks. of the 
month “has been compensated to some 
degree by the stronger confidence in a 
more stable upswing.” 

“While the slowing down of con- 
sumer demand has not been pro- 
nounced,” continued the report, “last 
week’s showing was not held in many 
centers, and it was only by widely ad- 
vertised promotions, which offered 
merehandise below recent prices that 
it was possible to keep the percent- 
age of gain above that of last year 
by a narrow margin... .”

WIDOW SUES PLANTER 


IN SLAYING OF NEGRO 


GREENVILLE, 8S. C., Dec. 1.—/) 
Two actions seeking to recover $30,- 
000 from C. F. James, wealthy plant- 
er of the Greer-Taylors section, as a 
result of the slaying of George Green, 
negro, by a masked band were filed 
here today. 

VY. KE. Bowen, attorney, filed the 
actions in behalf of Mary Green, 
widow of the negro, and administra- 
trix of his estate. One suit was 
brought for the estate and the other 
for the beneficiaries of the slain man. 
Each asks $15,000 and alleges James 
was the instigator of an assault upon 
Green. 

The negro was slain two weeks ago 
by a mask d band which went to his 
home during the night. A member of 
‘the band shot him to death when he 
resisted their invasion of his home. 

James and 16 other men have been 
arrested in connection with the slay- 
ing. The warrant issued for James 
charged he asked members of the Ku 
Klux Klan to aid him in getting the 
negro, a tenant on Green's farm, to 
move from his house. A denial it was 
connected with the death was issued 
by the Klan.

Hopkins Expects Plan Té 
Reveal Permanent Uns 
employment. 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 1—(P)— 
Harry lL. Hopkins, chief of the ade 
ministration’s emergency relief activi- 
ties, expects the United States, for 
the first time in history, to learn soon 
mit ~ Re perpetual unemployment load 
wi e. 


He said today he expected that 
knowledge to come from the activities 
of the civil works administration. 

He added that the picking of 4,000,- 
000 men from the unemployed. for 
civil works jobs would make it possi- 
ble through eliminating the aged and 
other unemployables to get an accu- 
rate view of the situation. 

Hopkins said approximately 1,250,- 
000 men were transferred from relief 
rolls to civil works projects during 
the week ended November 25. 


Hopkins expressed the . personal 
opinion that the normal load of un- 
employment from all causes in the 
country would range from 2,000,000 
to 3,000,000 men at all times. He 
said that by subtracting these from 
the total number now unemployed it 
would be possible to obtain the num- 
ber out of work because of the de- 
pression. 

“In 1928,” Hopkins said, “we had 
2,000,000 to 3,000,000 unemployed in 
the country. It stands to reason that 
there must always be such a load of 
unemployment in view of the seasonal 
demands for labor. If this were not 
true we would not be able to always 
find men to do work without diffi- 
culty.” 

In this permanent load, Hopkins 
placed persons unable to work be- 
cause of age or physical or mental 
disability. 

Hopkins said the number of fam- 
ilies on relief rolls increased about 
2 per cent between September and 
October. Preliminary reports from 
2 states and the District of Colum- 
bia compiled up to today showed 
2,851,804 families on relief rolls in 
October as compared with 2,794,640 
at the end of September. 

This is the first month since last 
May that the relief rolls have shown 
an increase.

ing which time many concerns report- 
ed deficits. 


GRAND JURORS HEAR 
WHITAKER PROPOSE 
NEW TAX SYSTEM 


A new system of taxation, with 
laws enacted to eliminate red tape 
and politics in tax assessments, was 
advocated Friday night by C. C. 
Whitaker, widely known Atlanta con- 
sulting engineer, in an address before 
the Association of Fulton County 
Grand Jurors which met at the Henry 
Grady hotel. 

“The present method of individuals 
assessing their own property is con- 
ducive to dishonesty,” Mr. Whitaker 
said. “We should model a new system 
after those of large eastern cities in 
which the tax assessor does the work 
he is really meant to do. Individuals 
often value property lower than its 
worth and the county or city is the 
loser; on the other hand, if the tax 
assessor made the. assessments, tax- 
ation to owners of large and small 
property would be equalized.” 

He urged the asociation of jurors 
to take up the fight for’a better tax- 
ation system. Straiton Hard, presi- 
dent of the association, presided at the 
meeting.

Judge Advocate General 
of Army Plans Return 
to Macon Home. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—()—At 
the end of 30 years’ distinguished serv- 
ice, Judge Advocate General Blanton 
Winship cleaned off his desk today 


and retired from the army to the rank. 


of private citizen. 

The leave-taking was automatic 
under the act of congress which re- 
tires service men at the end of the 
month in which they become 64 years 
old. General Winship celebrated his 
64th birthday anniversary Novem- 
ber 23. ; 

Colonel Arthur W. Brown succeed- 
ed to the post of judge advocate gen- 
eral. He now is in South America 
serving with the League of Nations 
commission seeking to settle the dis- 
pute between Colombia and Peru over 
the Liticia territory. Colonel Brown 
was born at Davenport, lowa. 

A tackle on the University of Geor- 

gia football team in the early 90's, 
General Winship at 64 retains his 
erect and athletic bearing. 
4 The general said he would return 
shortly to his home at Macon, Ga., al- 
‘though his plans were indefinite. He 
recalled ‘hat it was in Macon that 
his decision upon an army career was 
made and now he would decide there 
upon the job he would take as a 
civilian. 

General Winship has been judge ad- 


vocate general since 1931 and has 


served this country on a number of 
diplomatic missions, He is a native 
of Macon, a graduate of Mercer Uni- 


versity and the University of Georgia. | 


He served as first lieutenant in the 
Spanish American war, assisted in 
direction of clean-up operations and 
reparations in the World War and 
for a time was military aid to Presi- 
dent Coolidge. He recently returned 
from Liberia where he was a special 
commissioner of President Roosevelt. 

The general comes of a family long 
identified with the government. A 
brother, the late Emory Winship, was 
a lieutenant commander in the navy 
and a nephew, North Winship, is now 
counselor of the American legation 
at Copenhagen, Denmark. 

General Winship has been awarded 
the distinguished service cross and 
medal, a silver star citation and the 
Montenegrin silver medal for valor. 

The retiring judge advocate general, 
after winding up the business of his 
office, celebrated his first day as a 
civilian by joining a group of army 
officers on a duck hunt on the Po- 
tomac.

FEWER COUNTIES PLAN 
DRAWS WIDE PRAISE 


VALDOSTA, Ga., Dec. 1.—Enthu- 
siastic approval of the recommenda- 
tion by the Lowndes county grand 
jury that the number of counties in 
Georgia be reduced by half, was con- 
tained in scores of messages received 
here today from all parts of the state. 
All agreed that, with modern means 
of quick and easy’ transportation 
there was no longer any excuse for 
Georgia being divided into 159 coun- 
ies and it was pointed out that a 
series of mergers reducing this num- 
ber to 75 would result in the saving 
of hundreds of thousands of dollars 
of tax money every year. 

The resolution, released for publi- 
cation Thursday, said the large num- 
ber of counties in the state had run 
the costs of government up excessive- 
ly and that now there is no need for 
the large number of counties because 
the building up of the state system 
of roads has eliminated the necessity 
of having many county seats for court 
and business. 

“Since the creation of the excessive 


so improved in the form of automo- 
biles and paved roads that the necessi- 
ty of having small counties for the 
convenience of citizens in traveling to 
and from court has been eliminated,” 
the paper stated. ‘ 
“Be it resolved, that this body go 
on record as being in favor of a state- 
wide movement to consolidate or 
merge counties to the extent that 
there will not be more than seventy- 
five in the state; that a publicity cam-

FROM PUBLIC WORKS

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—Public 
Works Administrator Harold Ll. Ickes 
today allotted $360,000 of non-federal 
works money to the city of Rome, 
Ga., $130,000 of which will be used 
to construct extensions to the sani- 
tary sewer system and the balance of 
$250,000 for improvements to the 
city’s waterworks system, including 
filtration plant. storage facilities and 
pumping equipment. 

‘hirty per cent of the cost of labor 
and material on the sanitary sewer 
system, which totals approximately 
$100,000, is a grant. The balance is 
a loan secured by 4 per cent general 
obligation bonds. 

The approximate cost of labor and 
material on the waterworks system 
improvements is $177,000 of which 30 
per cent is a grant, the balance being 
a loan secured by 4 per cent general 
obligation bondae. 

Mr. Ickes said that work on both 
projects could start within a month or 
six weeks and be completed in eight 
months, giving 220 men employment.

BERLIN, Dec. 1.—(4)—Chancellor 
Hitler took another long step toward 
makiug Germany 100 per cent nazi 
by including two of his most trusted 
co-workers, Rudolph Hess and Cap- 
tain Ernst Roehm, in the national 
cabinet today as ministers without 
portfolios, ° 

Hess, who throughout Hitler's 
Struggle for power was his persona! 
aid and confidant, has since April 
27 been in charge of the nazi party's 
political organization as vice leader 
or representative of Hitler with full 


powers,

Roehm has been in 
chancellor’s 3,000,000 uniformed party 
soldiers, the brown, black and gray 
shirts, who are likely soon to wear the 
brown nazi uniform. | 

Another step toward the nazi ideal | 
of totality, or completeness, was taken | 
with the dissolution of employers’ 
federations and the explanation that 
in the future their problems will be 
met “according to Hitlerite concep- 
tions,” 

Simultaneously an official newspa- 
per hinted that labor registration of- 
fices will be established to control 
completely the German labor camps, 
and the finance ministry ordered the 
cancellation of some unpaid  govern- 
ment taxes if similar amounts are 
used to aid employment. 

The placing of Hess and Roehm as 
ministers in the cabinet, the Associ- 
ated Press was told by a high offi- 
cial in the propaganda ministry, was 
intended to be symbolical of the fact 
that the nazi movement will hence- 
forth constitute an integral and actire 
part in the new state.

Judge David said that if no action 
had been taken in municipal court by 
that time he would take up the mat- 
ter of bail. 

When the habeas corpus hearing for 
Dr. Alice Wynekoop was called, Judge 
David announced that he had been in- 
formed that the elderly physician was 
too ill to be moved to court from her 
cot in the county jail infirmary. The 
judge ruled that her presence was 
not necessary, as her indictment by 
the grand jury had automatically 
nullified the habeas corpus proceed- 
ings.
